The Soviet Union which haa lu eye on the 
naval and air facilities that the Maltese prime min¬ 
ister, Dom Mintoff, asked NATO to vacate shortly 
after he was returned to power, has told the is¬ 
land’s government It Is "favorably ready to coniid- 
er a request for economic aaslatance.” 

NATO la withdrawing Ita Mediterranean head¬ 
quarters from Malta as requested. But at the tame 
time a combined offer haa been made by Britain 
and lU NATO alllei for continued use of Maltese 
military Inatallatlona. The offer U said to have been 
made mainly to keep Russia out, because Malta, for 
all of lu strategic Importance, la not considered to 
be Irreplaceable. No new location haa been an¬ 
nounced, Ihotuh. The overall NATO heedquartera 
for southern &rope are at Naples.

Owerri and 
many other big cities and 
towns in the Last t'entral 
Slate the heart of former

Before the civil war, fctougu, 
now tha capital of tha Last 
c antra l Sti tit Wa tha espital 
of the* luffiiei^aitern Region 
of Nigeria. And as the capital. 
It waa Fnugu that housed the 
land registry of the wtnle re- 
The RIveni State gm- 
iment now maintains that It 
cannot just iuind over profwr- 
ty to its juriadlotkm to every 
individual Ibo who pope up to 
claim it. It needs to verify the 
claim and it cannot do thta 
croaa-cheoktog without access 
to the original documents, 
which, It esys. should be 
handed over. 

Tilt response of the govem- 
menl of the Fast Central 
Slate to ell litis has so far 
equally remained as stiff¬ 
necked. Jt meintains tJuit it 
cannot surrender the originals 
of documents to profMriiae 
owned by the Ihoa In Port 
Haroourt. It has, however, 
made {ihotoatats ni such d<xsu- 
nients available to Uie govern¬ 
ment of the Rivers State. The 
orlgliuils, It sayi, can only go 
to a Udrd party (i.e. the fed¬ 
eral gevemmint). 

This situation la hurting tlie 
eoanomy of both atatea.

"Unteaa Drusiam be- 
comea more reaponelve to the 
demands of modam life, the 
religion la to danger of fading 
away forever. 

"The must hopeful sign, 
though, la the fact that aoma 
of our bright, younger people 
realise this, and want tn do 
•omethtog about it." 

It it not difficult tn see why 
(he Druse religion is in dtf- 
ficully: Strict practice prohib¬ 
its smoking, drinking, bias- 
pitemnus language and wear¬ 
ing of modem clothes. A true 
Druse must still wear a beard 
and dress to a whita turban 
and king robe, while (he 
women must all be veiled. 

Further, Druse may not In¬ 
termarry with non-DfUse. 
They are forbidden to make 
converts — a non-Drusa can 
never be accepted toto the re¬ 
ligion. And the overwhelming 
majority of Dnisa era not per¬ 
mitted to ieam tha imtermoat 
tenets nf the faith.

Because of the severe itrie- 
hires in the religion, there art 
really (wu kinds of the et- 
Umaiad 350,000 Druse. As in 
other religions, (here are 
iltnse wIk> strictly practice tha 
faith, and those who doq'L 
"'rhose wlio don't practica," 
says stMiologiil Abla Kadi, 
heieelf a fallen • away Druse, 
"get an education, and ba- 
oome pmfesaors. bustneaa- 
men, politicians nr emigrate 
to the U.8." 

Tliert are at least 5.000 
Druse In the United Slates, 
many of whom have formed 
the American Druse Society.

The Druse take their name 
from a mat named Darasi — 
a follower of tha Falimid ca¬ 
liph Hakim, founder of the rw 
iigiun about lOlT A.D. to Cairo 
who fled to tha mountain 
area of Palestine.

Basklas. tha bride Uda Ba- 
gsudln, is a mifxx’, only 14. 

It's against tha law In tha 
.Soviet Union to buy brides, 
ripaelally ones who art 
mtnors. But the prsotloa pet'* 
slits in auoh places as Akh¬ 
met's hometown in Malgobek 
In the Cauoailsn eutonomcxis 
region of Checheno-Ingush. 
It's an old tribal custom that 
tha iovtet Union, generally 
wtth suceess. has been trying 
10 stamp (jut as part of its 
women's lib program. 

But It didnt work la Akh- 
mat’i case, probably, acoonW 
tng to ■ repc^ In the publloa- 
tion, Soviet Rusita, beeause 
he had been a troublemaker 
to begin with. Ha hnd bean a^ 
ratted twtoa bafovt, onaa for 
"hoollgaMam,** onea for theft. 

But Akhmet had deeklad It 
was time to get married and 
settle down. He ehnae Uds u 
Ma bride after he spotted her 
playing ball with classmates 
In the yard of her grammar 
loboot. He returned home 


and. Boooitling to Soviet Hue- 
ila, said to Ma father; 

“I am already SO aM tt la 
time to take a wife. I have 
ohoaan Lida. It will be vary 
easy to aattia tha bride- 
payment with har father. Ba- 
gaudin. Ha has five ohlldrtn 
and la not rteb. And I think ha 
will ba pleased to have aa 
educated man tor Ms Mivin- 
law." 


Akhmet's father, who had 
already bought Ma son a 
houaa and furnttura, agreed to 
foot tha bill for Ma bride, too. 
So Akhmet and Magotnad en¬ 
tered into “satvat" nagoU- 
etlons with Uda'a parento. 
Uda knew nnthli« about the 
plans and had no thought of 
getting married. 

During tha nefotlstlom. 
Akhmet gut another look at 
his brtde4a>ba at a friend's 
house. Ha wanted to make 
aura ha, (c rather Ma father, 
was getting Ms money's 
worth. 

MalMtok being a small 
town, others soon got wind of 
the negoUatlona. One of Uda's 
tesehars went to the girl's 
parents srxl impkuwd them to 
reject the deal, wsrittog them 
that they wart btoaking the 
law. 

But Uda't father, Shariat, 
itelng a poor nuin with five 
kids, daaldad to go ahead with 
tha deal. It waa finally settled 
at 400 rubles n4ien. aa Soviet 
Kussla (Hit It, "the stors were 
shining over Malgitoek." 


The authorities quickly 
learned of tha illegal mar. 
riaga. Akhmat waa tried by 
tha Malgobek elty court. SoW- 
at Bussis didn't spaeify Ms 
santonoa. Except to say ha 
waa "tovartoy punlahad." 

Tha Soviet criminal coda 
providsa tor a maximum of 
ona yaar in prison tor buylito 
a brida. 

The parents af both Akhmat 
and Uda are also in trouble. 
Sovtot Ruscia said "lagal pro- 
caadlngi" have bean Institut¬ 
ed against lham for taking 
part in tha aaia. It didn't say 
what happened to tha 100 
rublaa.

vleepresldent of the VkJC. 
Oyster Orowers Assoolaticn. 

Ihe plant Is being used eip 
perimentally for a year and is 
tile first in Canada. Oystsys 
are processed for 4ft hours 
and washed ^ harbur water, 
Which has been flltmed 
thnaigh idtra-vlolet light lo 
destroy 99 per cent of the bae- 
leria uresenl. 

With the new plant, slightly 
lonlaminsted ovstem will be 


open to harvest but not those 
from eraee which art aerious- 
ly polluted. 

Ladysmith Harbor Is the 
oyster harbor of the Weet 
Coast and today It (im grown 
to a potential value of MO 
million to 190 mlUlon.
